IS SECOND SOLO 


Puts Plane Down in Field 


In Ireland 


LONDONDERRY, 
Nor t h e m 


Island, May 21.—Achieving 
the 


first 
successful 
solo Trans-At- 


lantic flight in history undertaken 
by a woman, Mrs. Amelia Earhart 
Putnam landed her red and gold 
monoplane near here this after- 
noon. 


Mrs. 
Putnam's first action after 


climbing out of her plane was to 
put in a Trans-Atlantic telephone 
call to 
her 
husband, George 


Palmer Putnam, New York pub- 
lisher, advising him she had landed 
safely. 


Mrs. 
Putnam covered approxi- 


mately 2,000. miles from Harbor 
Grace,. Newfoundland, which she 
left at 4:50 p. m. Eastern Stand- 
ard-time yesterday.

She failed in her purpose of 


making Paris without a stop. 
Driven far 
off her course by 


storms and adverse winds Mrs. 
Putnam crossed the Irish coast at 
a point far north of her scheduled 
route. 


The flight was hailed as a mag- 


nificent achievement. In addition 
to being the first flight across the 
Atlantic ever made by a woman 
alone it was only the second suc- 
cessful sold crossing ever achieved 
by any aviator. 


The only other flier to achieve 


the feat was Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh who put bis plane at 
Lebourget airfield. Paris, just five 
years ago today after a non-stop 
flight from New York. 


The aviatrix landed her plane 


in a field near Culmore, five miles 
from Londonderry at 2 p. ,m. (8 a. 
m. JEastern Standard time). 


SPEED AMAZING 


She covered the 2,000 miles in 


approximately 15 hours and 10 
minutes, an amazing speed, prob- 
ably the fastest ever recorded on 
a Trans-Atlantic journey. 


The solitary aviatrix -who sev- 


eral years ago made the first 
Trans-Atlantic flight ever under- 
taken by a woman accompanied 
by Wilmer Stultz and Lou Bor- 
den, found herself alone when she 
dropped her plane down on the j 
field at Culmore after her adven- j 
turous trip.

She walked a short distance to j 


the nearest road and hailed a pass- [ 
ing motorist thus becoming the j 
first flyer ever to end such a 
journey by "bitch hiking" her way 
at the end. 


The motorist picked her up and 


drove her to the nearest town. 
She was not injured in the emerg-- i 
ency landing. She left her plane 
in the field apparently planning 
to resume her flight to Paris as 
speedily as possible.
